Maple Forest, Lovells, South Branch 
and Beaver Creck township boards all 
voted against the amendment. Frederic 
Township, along with the City of 
Grayling and Grayling Township, 
voted to approve the additional 
counties, 

The issue was approved by the 
Frederic board by a 3-to-1 vote. 

Brian Hulbert, Frederic Township 
supervisor, said the issue has again 
come before the board due to pressure 
from township residents.

The Armor battalion had recently 
acquired the M-1 main battle tanks, 
and were retuming from maneuver 
training in the Jones Lake area on 
Camp Grayling’s Range 30 complex 
when the incident occurred. 

Specialist Bowman had been riding 
in the loaders position next to the tank 
commander. 

“The unithad completed its training 


exercise,” Camp Grayling Public 
Information Officer, Major Jerold 
Foehl said. “It was a driving exercise, 
there was no shooting involved.”

} district as much as he would have 
liked. However, he added he did make

“Some people said they hadn’t had 
their legislators come around in the 
past,” Lowe said. “They thanked me 
for coming. That made me feel good.” 

He added the state House recorded 
more than 1,600 roll call votes in 1993, 

Looking at what lies ahead, Lowe 
said state leaders will seck solutions to 
welfare reform and an ever-increasing 
crime rate, 

“We don’t want people of welfare 
for life. We want them to have jobs,” 
he said, 

Locally, Lowe said he will also be 
working to find ways to get state- 
owned land back on local tax rolls. He 
told those he has already had talks 
with Sen. George McManus on how 


this might be accomplished. 

Lowe was born in Grayling in 1951 | 
and graduated from Grayiing High J 
School in 1969, He later graduated | 
from Central Michigan University f 
with a bachelor’s degree in education, 
and then received his law degree | 
from the Thomas Cooley Law School 
in 1990, graduating cum laude. 

He resides in Grayling with his 
wife, Mary Ruth, and their four | 
children. 

Currently, Lowe has no opponent 
for the August primary election. The 
105th District consist on Crawford, 
Alcona, Antrim, Kalkaska, 
Montmorency, Oscoda and Otsego 
counties. 


{| Grayling only board to approve amendment during super Tuesday

The largest of the six townships in 
Crawford County was the last to make 
its decision on the controversial 
amendment that would allow a total of 
» 26counties to dispose of the houschold 
. waste at a landfill in Maple Forest 
Township, 

The landfill was purchased by City 
Environment Services Inc. of Waters 
(CESW) from the Crawford-Otsego 
Landfill Authority in 1991, 

More than 100 residents packed the 
County Building on April 12, as board 
members listened to more than two 
hours of citizens voicing their 
concems. Two votes later, the board 
had made its decision. Trustee John 
Medler motioned to “not approve” the 
amendment, with support from Ruth 
O'Mara, Butonly Medlcr and O’ Mara 
voted for the motion, with Monica 
Ashton, Melvin “Pat” Nunn and 
township supervisor Armold Stancil 
voting against. 

Stancil said the amendment was 
thereby approved by the 2-to-3 vote to 
“not approve.” 

Q’ Mara had made an carlier motion 
to table the issue, with support from 
Ashton. Stancil, Nunn and Medler, 
however, voted against the motion to 
table, and the the board then voted on 
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the amendment itself. 

The Grayling Township Board of 
Trustees was the last of the seven 
municipalities in the county to vote on 
the issue. South Branch, Maple Forest 
and Lovells townships had voted the 
amendment down in separate meetings 
the sare evening. 

The vote by the township board was 
too little, too late, as four of the seven 
municipalitics in the county voted 
against the amendment. Grayling

More than a year of debate over an 
amendment to the Crawford County 
solid waste management plan may 
finally have come to an end. 

The amendment, originally 
proposed by City Environmental 
Services Inc. of Waters (CESW), 
would have increased to 25 the number 
of counties in which CESW could 
compete for waste, to be disposed of at 
their Maple Forest Township landfill. 

Ironically, Maple Forest Township

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cast the deciding vote to kill the 
amendment. 

At its Tuesday, April 12 Board of 
Trustees meeting, Mapie Forest 
became the third county municipality 
to deny the amendment which needed 
a 67 percent favorable vote of the 
seven county municipalities to be 
enacted. 

The previous night Beaver Creck 
Township voted the amendment down, 
and less than an hour before the Maple 
Forest board cast their votes, Lovells 
Township voted 5-to-0 against the 
amendment. 

Before the night was over South 
Branch Township brought the number 
of municipalities voting against the 
amendment to four, while Grayling 
Township became the third 
municipality to vote in favor of it 
joining Frederic Township and the 
City of Grayling who had each voted 
earlier in the month. 

About a dozen Maple Forest 
residents expressed their feclings on 
the amendment prior to the vote. 

Arthur Evon spoke first, saying, 
“This dump is in our backyard. If the 
board of Maple Forest can’t say no, 
whocan? Some day we're going to be 
really sorry. We don’t need 17 more 
counties, 

“If this board votes for it, we ought 
to recall everyone of them,” Evon 
added. 

Robert Keene, a township resident: 
and employee of CESW said, “If this 
doesn’t pass we're going to pay alotof 

When asked by one resident about 
the progress of the landfill 
contamination cleanup, James Sharp, 
vice president for government and 
community relations for City 
Management, an affiliate of CESW 
said, “Cleanup like this takes time. 
It’s not a spill on the floor. It has to be 
defined. We have to chase that plume 
down to know how extensive itis. We 
have to know what’s there before we 
know what tools to use to clean it up.” 

When asked if the landfill is safe, 
Sharp replied, “The part the county 
ran is not safe, the part we’re mining 
is safe. You're acting on a county 
proposal, they should be here to answer 
your questions.” 

Contamination at the landfill has 
not left the 265 acre landfill site, 
according to landfill manager Gary 
Crosby. Crosby said the cleanup 
timeline submitted to the DNR is on 
schedule. 

Crosby said CES W plans to havea 
“Hazelton Air Stripper” in place by 
December to filter contaminated 
groundwater pumped out of cluster 
wells on the south side of the landfill 
site. 

“It takes a lot of time,” Crosby 
said, 

The majority of comments from 
the township audience were against 
the proposed amendment. 

“I’m sick of picking up garbage 
that falls off trucks into my yard,” said 
Jeannie Harwood. 

Others said, “What price do you 
put on our kids’ lives with this 
contamination?,” and “cleanup has not 
been started. Why should we give 
them a regional dump?” 

Still others said, “If they want to 
sue us, let them. When this first 
happened, we didn’teven havea say,” 
and “if the county gets sucd, that’s not 
our problem.” 

“These people (CESW) had a 
contract only an idiot would sign, They 
found a bunch of idiots in Grayling,” 
one man said,

Though the amendment may be 
officially dead, the landfill issue may 
now be focused in the courts if CESW 
fulfills it promise to filea multi-million 
dollar breach of contract suit against 
Crawford County. 

Attorneys representing CESW 
have held that regardless of outcomes 
of municipal votes, a breach in the sale 
agreement occurred when county 
commissioners tumed the amendment 
down in December of last year. 

They havesaid the amendmentlater 
passed by the commissioners and 
eventually denied by municipalities 
was of county origin, but if the county 
proposal had passed through the 
municipalities there would be no 
lawsuit

Michael Fay, 18, of Dayton, OH, 
admitted to Singapore police that he 
sprayed paint on two automobiles. He 
pleaded guilty to the vandalism, and 
was sentenced to four months in jail, 
plus a fine. 

In addition, the judge ordered Mr. 
Fay to be caned — an old Singapore 
punishment, inflicted for crimes 
ranging from rape to possession of 
firearms... and, apparently, to 
vandalism such as spray painting two 

cars, 

Mr. Fay appealed the caning part of 
the sentence, but lost. He will be 
caned unless Singapore’s President, 
Ong Teng Cheong, interferes,

happens in a Singapore caning are 
nauseating, Itis overkill as punishment 
for vandalism.

Per 
Act 641 of 1978, the county 
commissioners can create this plan. If 
they decline the local municipalities 
can do so and if they decline, this plan 
will be written by the director of the 
Michigan Department of Naturai 
Resources.

Some Americans may have been 
surprised when a jury recently cleared 
all the Branch Davidians of murder 
charges in the death of four Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms agents who 
were shotduring a raid onthe Davidian 
compound. First, false allegations 
were made in order to secure the search 
warrant, The BATF alleged that 
Koresh published a clandestine 
firearms publication, that there was 
machine-gun fire heard at the 
compound, and that there was child 
abuse. Allthree allegations were false, 
and child abuse is even outside the 
jurisdiction of the BATF.

the exemption for 1995 taxes. 


Individuals who will either move — 


into a newly purchased or newly built 
home after May 1 cannot file a claim 
on those homesteads. They may file a 
claim in 1995. Those planning to 
build anew home should keep in mind 
that property is taxed based on its 
value on Dec. 31. Therefore, if there 


was no home built on the land on Dec. ° 
31, the new homeowners must pay the - 
higher millage rate of 24 mills on the : 


value of vacant land through the end 


of 1994. In 1995, they may fileaclaim ; 


for their new home. 


Leasing a home with an option to . 
buy isconsideredarental arrangement . 
and, therefore, is ineligible for an : 
exemption. Once the home is bought, 


it becomes eligible.
